Ne RE OY he 
From this it is that Alexander, Scipio, Julius Ci th 
far, Auguſtus, and other great Perſonages, in th Pc 
earlieſt of Times, have been affected therewith an 
And by this the Heroes of all Ages have bee an 
immortaliz d; whereas without it perhaps wel 
ſhould hardly have known there had been any ſuch ſu 
Men, at leaſt very obſcurely : And indeed Poetry 10! 
of all Arts is the moſt perfect; for the Perfection wi 
of other Arts is limited, but this of Poeſy has ni far 
| Bounds : So that tis no wonder that màny Per ſong juc 
ſhould find fuch charming Emotions, upon read ex; 
ing Virgil, and the reſt of the antient Poets; and as 
that the Paſſions ſhould be extremely touch d a mc 
the Tragedies of Shakeſpear, and ſome other of ou is 
Dramatick Poets, both Antient and Modern. for 
The Power of Poetry is univerſally known andi mo 
acknowledged, and ſufficiently juſtifies the Foun , 
dation of thoſe Opinions of old, which deriv'd ig de:

Perſe was the Language of the Gods of old, 
In which their ſacred Oracles were told. 


But of late, 1 think, it has been moſt commonly 
quite another ſort of Language. 

The great Heights and Excellency both of Poe- 
2fo try and Muſick, in the Opinion of ſome of our 

beſt Authors, fell with the Roman Learning and 

Empire, and have never ſince recover'd the Admi- 
ration and Applauſes that before attended them: 
This is moſt certainly true in general; but as we 
have had ſome Muſicians of great Eminence ſince 
that time, ſo have we likewiſe produc'd ſome few 
Poets which have preſery'd the Dignity of Poeſy, 
and amongſt theſe Spenſer and Milton are the chief 
and deſervedly eſteem'd. 2 

This Divine Art of Poetry has lately ſo much 
ſuffer'd in its Reputation, by the Performances of 
ſome who have thought themſelves inſpir'd, and 
whoſe Readers too have many of them thought the 
lame, that the beſt Judges come ſtrongly pre- 
judic'd againſt any thing of this kind, as generally 
expecting nothing but Froth and Emptineſs : An! 
as the Poets, and their Productions, now are vaſtly 
more numerous than they were in former Ages, it 
is not to be admir'd that they are leſs regarded; 
for Poems, like beautiful Women, are undoubtedly 
and moſt valu'd, where there is the greateſt Scarcity. 
'oun Tho? one thing may be allow'd with a great 
d ii deal of Juſtice, as an Excuſe for ſome of our mo-

dern Performances in Poetry, (viz.) the Misfor- 
tunes of many of our Authors for want of the En- 
couragement of ſome Noble Mecænas; a deteſtable 
Fate generally attends this Divine Gift; and there 
is nothing that repuires ſo much Serenity and Chear - 
fulneſs of Spirit as Poetry. The Mind muſt not -" 
be overcaſt with the Clouds of Melancholy and] 
Sorrow; it muſt be filld with bright aud 'delight-f 
ful Ideas, when it undertakes to communicate De- 
light to others. And the Dejection of Spirit off 
Ovid is eaſily ſeen thro” the Stile of his De Triſtibm, 
which he wrote in his Baniſhment; there being 
very little remains of that Gemus, 90 2 
Ouem nec Jovis Ira, nec nes, &c.mm—_— f ie 
Art and Nature mutually affiſt each other in the >] 
Compoſition of a Poet; tho' Art, I take it, leſß 
contributes to his Perfection than Nature. One ke 
may be an Orator, ſays Rapin, without the natural H 
Gift of Eloquence, becauſe Art may ſupply that V 
Defect; but no Man can be a Poet without” à Ge- tb 
nius ; the want of which no Art or Induſtry is ca: Ju 
pable to repair. And this Genius is that Celeſtial St 
Fire, intended by the Fable, which enlarges and fo

This Expreſſion or Language in Poetry ought > 
to have five Qualities; to be apt, clear, natural ©" 
ſplendid, and numerous: It muſt be apt, ſo as te I 
have nothing that is impure or barbarous; it muſti im 
be clear, that it may be intelligible; it is to be th 
natural, according to the Rules of Decorum and 
good Senſe, for all train'd and extraordinary Ex- ©2 
preſſions are inſupportable to true Poeſy; it muſt 
be lofty and ſplendid, for the common and ordina-W 7 
ry Terms are not proper for a Poet.

Obſcenity has oftentimes prevail d: Tho? it is not 
in this Senſe that Poetry is always ſaid to be a kind 
of Painting; it is not the Picture of the Poet, bu 
of Things and Perſons imagin'd by him. He may 
be in his own Practice and Diſpoſition a Philoſo-Wl 
pher, ſays Cowley, and yet ſpeak ſometimes with the 
Soltneſs of an amorous Sappho. Wo 
This, I think, is generally allow'd ; and as al 
Painter draws Faces by their Features, ſo the Poet 
_ repreſents the Minds of Men by their Manners, the 
moſt Sovereign Rule for treating of which, is toll 
copy them after Nature; to exhibit every Perſon 
in his proper Character. And the Paſſions give no 
leſs Grace to Poetry, than the Manners, for they 
are, as it were, the Soul and Life of it, when thei 
Poet has found the Art to make them move by their 
natural Springs; but both theſe are extremely dif- 
ficult to be deſcrib'd. . I 
Of all ſorts of Poetry, the Epick Poem is the 
moſt noble; it is the greateſt Work that human 
Wit is capable of, and proper only for the ſub-wil 
limeſt Subjects: It requires a vaſt Capacity, all 
the Elevation of the moſt exalted Genius, a great 
Fancy, Heat of Imagination, and Sobriety of Rea - 
1on: A Judgment ſolid, and Diſcernment exqui - 
fite. The Images muſt be ſtrong and lively, 
and the Frame or Fabrick ought to have ſome- 
thing both ſublime and juſt, amazing and agree - 
able. There muſt be a great Agitation of Mind to] 
invent, a great Calm to judge and correct; and to 
work up this Metal into an excellent Figure, there 
ſhould be employ'd the Fire, the Hammer, the es 
Chiſſel, and the File. „ 1

If the Deſign, the Conduct, the Thoughts, and 
the Expreſſions of a Poem, be generally ſuch as 
proceed from a true Genius of Poetry; the Critick 
ought to paſs his judgment in favour of the Au- 
thor.

and on Publiſhing his Tenure of Kings and Magiſtrates, - 
which ſhew'd not only. the Excellency of his Stile 
and Capacity, but alſo his Affection to the good 
old Cauſe, he was made Secretary to the Council of 
State, for all Foreign Affairs (then negotiated in 
the Latin Tongue) and at length Latin Secretary 
to the Protector Cromme ll. |

He was a Perſon of Great Integrity, 
and ſuch was his Excellency that tis difficult to 
Determine whether the Lawyer or the Stateſman 
was moſt conſpicuous. He was a moſt Accompliſhed 


| Ambaſſador, and his Acquaintance ſought by the 


moſt learned Foreigners. His Maſter King Hen- 
yy ſent him in an Embaſſy to the Emperor 
of Germany, where before he delivered it, he 
commanded one of his Servants to fill him a Beer 
Glaſs of Wine, which he Drank off; and after- 
wards repeated, at the ſame time directing his Ser- 
vant to bring him a third; the Servant knowing 
his Maſter's uſual Temperance, at firſt refuſed to 
fill him another, being under a concern for his Be- 
haviour, but on a ſecond Command of Sir Thomas, 
he did it; which being Drank, he then made his 
immediate Addreſs to the Emperor, and delivered 

his Oration in Latin like one inſpired, to the v 
great Admiration of all the Auditors: This I men- 
tion to ſhew the influence of Wine. But at laſt 
this Great Man fell into the King's Diſpleaſure 
(which was a common thing in this Reign) touch- 
ing the Divorce of Queen Catharine, and for refu- 
ling to take the Oath of Supremacy ; for which he 
was committed to the Tower, and afterwards Be- 
headed on Tower- Hill, Amo 1535. He was buried 
at Chelſea, under a plain Monument. The Books 
written by this Gentleman were many, amongſt 
which there is ſome Poetry ; but what hore the 

Greateſt Character of all his Writings was his, 
Cropia, a piece of Great Fancy and Invention, 
tho Written in Proſe ; It is the Idea of a Compleat

From Oxford he removed 
to the Middle Temple London, where he ſtudied 
the Law ſome time; afterwards he Travelled into 
France, and came Home an accompliſhed Gentle- 
man. Soon after his return, he followed the Court, 
as the fitteſt place for the Exerciſe of his great A- 
bilities; here he grew acquainted with Sir Robert 
Carre, one who was newly initiated a Favourite to 
King James, and by his prudent Behaviour and 
Recommendatory Qualities, he was early in the 
good Graces not only of Sir Robert, but alſo of ſeve- 
ral other Eminent Perſons : which being taken 
notice of by the King, he was Knighted; and Sir 
Rovert made Earl of Somerſet.

* accompliſh'd Gentleman was deſcended 
from a very great and antient Family ſeated 
in the County of Kent. He was Father to the 
Counteſs of Dorcheſter ; and his Lady, being a Ro- 
man Catholick, parted with him when he was very 
young. He appear'd in publick about the Year 
1863, when the Court of King Charles the Second 
was in its full Splendor, and there were Men of 
ſuch Perfections in Wit, Senſe, and Learning, and 
that among ſome of the higheſt Rank, as no Age 


of the Engliſt Court had ever ſeen before. He was 
| a 
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2 Man celebrated for Wit and Gallantry, and high- 
ly applauded in all Converſations. It happen'd by 
him in reſpe& of the King, as is faid of the fa- 
mous Cardinal Richlieu, that they who recom- 
mended him to his Majeſty thereby ſupplanted 


a maſterly Genius in Poetry, an exuberant Fancy, 
anda Happineſs beyond moſt Men in expreſſing 
d af. himſelf. In all he wrote, we find nothing inde- 
cent or obſcene, tho? that was the faſhionable Vice 
of the Poets in thoſe Days. In the moſt wanton of 
his Verſes he is manuerly and modeſt, yet in words 
inimitably ſoft, and Expreſſions extremely paſſio- 
nate. He not only out-did, but out-liv'd moſt of 
his Contemporaries z tho* he diſlik'd the Town as 
he grew into Years, eſpecially after King Charles 
the Second's Death. At the Revolution, he ap- 
pear'd warm on the ſide of King Wil am, particu- 
larly in voting the Throne vacant, and filling it 
up: Upon which, it was ſaid, he paſſed that bit- 
ter Jeſt upon King James, viz. That he was even with 
that Prince in point of Civility: For as he made his 
Daughter a Counteſs, ſo he had helped to make his 
Daughter a Queen. He liv'd to the beginning of 
Queen Anne's Reign, and died at about the Age of 
ninety, the Gaiety of his Wit and Humour con- 
tinuing to the laſt.

Arms, aud the Glory of the Engliſh Nation, 
in a Reign which was only worthy of him, that of 
the Great Queen Elizabeth. He was Son of vir 
Henry Sidney, ſeveral times Lord Lieutenant of Je- 
land, and was born at Penſhurſt in the County of 
Kent, in the Year 1554. He had his Education at 
Chriſt's-Church College in Oxford, where he excelld 
all his Cotemporaries for polite Literature, and 
was the greateſt Honour to the Univerſity. From 
hence he was invited to Court, by his Uncle Bo- 


bert Dudley Earl of Leiceſter, who married his | 


Mother's Siſter ; whereupon he quitted his Aca- 
demical Life, and, coming to London, he apply'd 
himſelf to the Buſineſs of the State. Here he 
loon became the glorious Star of his Family: His 
exquiſite Learning and fine Parts ſo endear'd him 
to Queen Elizabeth, that ſhe ſent him upon a very 
important Enibaſſy to the Emperor of German; 
and by his Travels he became renown'd through- 


out Europe. He was the Admiration of all Coun- 
tries,

tries, and unequalbd Abroad as well as at Home; 
which, as ſome Authors tell us, occaſion'd his be- 
ing put in Election for the Kingdom of Poland. 
He return'd from his Embaſſy with unuſual Ho- 
nour and Reputation, and his great Virtue, excel- 
lent Wit, and ſweet Temper, did not more re- 
commend him to the Affection of Mankind, than 
his great Courage and Conduct proclaim'd his 
Fame amongſt the Heroes of his time. Duriag 
the Dutch Wars, he was made Governor of Fluſh- 
imp 3 but at length in an Action before Zutphen, in 
the midſt of Victory, he was unfortunately wound- 
ed in the Thigh, whereof he died ſome Days af- 
ter. This fatal Skirmiſh happen'd in the Year 
1586. and took off the fineſt Gentleman in the 
World in his Prime. His Behaviour was ſuch, 
that *tis queſtionable whether his Wiſdom, In- 
duſtry, or Valour may challenge to it ſelf the grea- 
teſt Praiſe and Commendation ; and all Chriſtendom 
had a Loſs in his Fall. Nat. Lee, in his Dedica- 
tion to Ceſar Borgia, ſays, Sir Philip Sidney was ſo 
extravagantly great, that he refus'd to be a King. 

He was at once a Ceſar and a Virgil, the leading 
Soldier, and the foremoſt Poet. He obliged the

Mr. JOHN SKELTON. 


HIS Poet was born at Dis, a ſmall Townin 

Norfolk, and had beſtow'd on him a good 
Education. He compleated his Studies at the 
Univerſity of Oxford, where, according to Bale, | 
he took the Degree of Doctor in Divinity; but 
this ſeems to be a Miſtake : Certain it is, he was 
in Prieſt's Orders, and Rector of Dis, the Place of 


his 
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his Nativity. As he perpetually oppos d the Or- 
der of Dominicans, for this and ſome other Errors, 


being married, or at leaſt keeping a Concubine, 


he fell under the Cenſure of Dr. Richard Nykke Bi- 
ſhop of Norwich; tho” this was not ſo fatal to him 
the Proſecution of Cardinal Woolſey, whom he 
had bitterly revil'd in ſeveral of his Writings. 
The Cardinal, who had fo little Charity as never 
to forgive an Injury, purſu'd his Reſentment to 


that Extremity, that he was forc'd to fly for 


Sanftuary to Weſtminſter, where notwithſtanding 
the violent Proceedings of his powerful Adverſa- 
ry, he grew in great Favour with Abbot [ſlip ; 
but he did not ſurvive the Cardinal, nor his Con- 
fnement : for he died in Reſtraint, about a Year 
before the Fall of that Prelate. Whether 
he was Poet Laureat to King Henry the Eighth, 
as Bale and ſome others ſtile him, is uncertain ; 
if he held that Place, as probably he might, it is 
reaſonable to ſuppoſe it muſt be before Cardinal 
Moolſey was advanc'd in Power. During his Re- 
fraint, either to amuſe his Solitude, or at the Re- 
queſt of the Abbot, he adorn'd the Monuments of 
leveral great Perſonages in Weſtminſter- Abbey with 
Tables and Epitaphs; as thoſe of Sigebert the 
Saxon, Henry VII. Chaucer, and others; ſome of 
which ſtill remain, tho* moſt of them were de- 
ſtroy' d in the grand Rebellion. As to his Tem- 
per, if we may judge by his Writings, it was ve- 
ry jocole, but an l-natur'd Wit attending it, 
which prov'd very much to his Prejudice. This 
brought upon him the Hatred and III-Will of ſe- 
veral learned Men of his time, among which was 
Mr. Lilly the famous Grammarian; againſt whom 
our Skelton had writ a ſevere Satire, which Lilly 
anſwer'd in as ſharp a manner; and indeed he was 


generally call'd the Democritus and Lucian of Eng- 


land. 
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minſter School; from whence he was elected to 


land. But as his great Learning puffed him up to 
inſult ſeveral of his Contemporaries, ſo in a great 
meaſure it skreen'd him from their Reſentment; . 
for altho' theſe Poetical Feuds and Differences 
were carry'd to a great height, he was always 
eſteem'd by the moſt learned Men of that Age 
both at Home and Abroad; and Eraſmus, that 
great Maſter of Wit, and Reftorer of Learnin 
writing of Skelton to King Henry VIII. calls him 
Britanniarum Literarum Lumen ac Decus. The chief 
of his Performances are, |

II. Speak Parrot. 

III. Beware the Hawk. | 

IV. The Tunning of Elianor Rumming. This 
Piece has been lately reprinted. His Stile in his | 
Poetry is looſe and rambling; and his Meaſure of 
Verſe a little uneven. 

He dy'd in Sanctuary at Weſtmmſter, in the 216 
Year of Henry VIII. and was bury'd in St. May« 
ret's Church, with this Inſcription upon his Tomb.

TPHIS eminent Divine, and celebrated Poet, a 
was the Son of a Country Clergyman, and, | N 
in the time of the Great Rebellion, admitted on 
the Foundation of Wadham-College in Oxford, un- 
der that great Genius Dr. Wilkins, afterwards Bi- 
ſhop of Cheſter ; having the Lord Wilmot, after Earl 
of Rocheſter, his Fellow-Collegiate and Friend; 
and there appear'd an Emulation m the Juvenile 
Writings of theſe two Gentlemen, for they kept up 
a kind of Rivalry in Wit between them. He ſoon 
diſtinguiſh'd himſelf by his great Parts and Learn» 
ing, and made his Character early known to the 
World, by publiſhing young his Plague of Athens: 
but his Commendatory Ode in praiſe of Mr. Cowley, 
very much increas'd his Reputation. This brought 
him acquainted with that Gentleman, who lik ;

effectually recommended him to the Patronage of [ 
the late Duke of Buckingham, his great Benefactor. e 
His Grace immediately receiv'd him as his Chap- a 
lain, and took him into his Intimacy and Friend- F 
ſhip ; and King Charles the Second, who delighted c 
in his Converſation, ſoon made him Dean of Wef- t 
minſter, and Biſhop of Rocheſter. He was of a 6

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Mr. EDMUND SPENSER. 


A Poet of the greateſt Reputation, who liv'd 
in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth; an Age 
remarkable for producing eminent Genius's of ve- 
ry different kinds. He was born in London, and 
educated at Pembroke-Hall in Cambridge; where he 
arrived to be an excellent Scholar, and ſtood for a 
Fellowſhip in competition with Mr. Andrews, af- 
terwards Biſhop of Wincheſter > but looſing it, 
ths Diſappointment, with the Narrowneſs of his 
Circumſtances, forc'd him from the Univerſity. 
After this he took up his Reſidence for ſome time 
with ſome Friends in the North, where he fell in 
| ove with his Roſalind, whom he ſo finely cele- 
brates in his Paſtoral Poems. On his coming to 
Town, he ſoongrew acquainted with the famous 
dir Philip Sidney, his great Friend and Patron; 
93 Wo 
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who was then in the higheſt Reputation for his 
Wit, Gallantry, and polite Accompliſhments, 
The Story of his commencing Acquaintance with 
this univerſally admir'd Gentleman, runs thus: It 
is ſaid, that being a Stranger to Sir Philip, after 
he had begun to write his Fairy-Queen, he took Oc. 
caſion to go to Leiceſter-Houſe, and to introduce 
himſelf, by ſending in to Sir Philip Sidney a Copy 
of the ninth Canto of the firſt Book of that Poem, 
Sir Philip, after he had read ſome Stanza's, bein 
much ſurpriz d with his Deſcription of Deſpair, . 

in an unuſual kind of Tranſport on the Diſcoye 
of ſo great and uncommon a Genius, turn'd to 
his Steward, and bid him give the Perſon that 
brought thoſe Verſes Fifty Pounds; but upon read- 
ing the next Stanza, he order'd the Sum to he 
doubled; and reading one Stanza more, Sir Philip 
increaſed his Bounty to Two Hundred Pounds, and 
commanded his Steward to give it immediately, 
leſt, as he read further, he might be tempted to 
give away his whole Eſtate. By Sir Philip's means 
he was made known and receiv'd at Court: In the 
Year 1579. he was ſent abroad by the Earl of 
Leiceſter, and afterwards recommended to the 
Lord Grey as Secretary, who was choſen Deputy of 
Ireland. Here 'tis reported he writ the greateſt 
part of his Fairy Queen; but his firſt Attempt in 
Poetry, and which gain'd him a general Eſteem, 
was his Shepherd's Calendar. It was about this time 
he contratted an intimate Friendſhip with the 
great and learned Sir Walter Raleigh, who was then 
a Captain under the Lord Grey in Ireland; his Son- 
nets were a kind of ſhort Hiſtory of the Progreſs 
of a new Amour, which terminated in Marriage, 
and gave occaſion to an excellent Epithalamium: 
Now tho” he paſs'd his Life for ſome time very ſe- 
renely, yet a Train of Misfortunes purſu'd him j 
an 
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and in the Rebellion of the Earl of Deſmond, he 
was plunder'd of his Eſtate. This oblig'd him to 
return to England, where his Afflictions were very 
much augmented by the Death of his generous 
Friend Sir Philip Sidney. He was at length reduc'd 
to Poverty, a Fate which generally follows Poets 
of Eminence Peculiar Poetis fato ſemper cum 
Paupertate conflictatus eft——whereupon he addreſs'd_ 
himſelf to his great Miſtreſs Queen Elizabeth 
(to whom he was Poet Laureat, but for ſome 
ume without the Penſion) preſenting her with 
ſme Poems; with which ſhe was ſo well plea- 
ſed, that ſhe order'd him a very conſiderable 

_ Gratuity 3 but the noble Bounty intended was 
abridged to One Hundred Pounds by the Mauage- 
ment of the Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, who con- 
ceivd a Hatred of him for ſome Reflections which 
he apprehended were made on him by Mr. Spenſer, 
in his Mother Hubberd's Tale; for which reaſon he 
is aid to have intercepted the Queen's Favour to 
this unfortunate and ingenious Man. = 

As the moſt elegant Minds have the quickeſt 
Sente of ill Treatment from the Great and Power- 
ful, who ſhould countenance and protect them, it 
is no wonder that this Misfortune made a deep 
Impreſſion on our Author's Spirit : And we find 
him, in many Parts of his Works, complaining of 
ſo hard and undeſerved U age, eſpecially in a Poem

And as the ingenious Mr. Hughes obſerves, in his 
Life of this Poet, even the Sighs of a miſerable 
Man are ſometimes reſented as an Affront by him 
that is the Occaſion of them. Spenſer furviv'd his 
generous Patron about twelve Years, but ſpent the 
latter part of that time with much Grief of 
Heart, under the Diſappointment of a broken For- 
tune. He died the ſame Year with his potent Ad- 
verſary the Lord Burleigh, which was in 1598. 

He was the firſt of our Engliſh Poets that brought 
Heroick Poeſy to any Perfection; and Dryden fays, 
the Engliſh have only to boaſt of Senſer and Milton 
in Heroick Poetry. 

His Fairy Queen, for great Invention and Poe- 
tick Height, is judg'd little inferiour, if not equal 
tothe chief of the antient Greeks and Latins. He 
had a large Spirit, a ſharp Judgment, and a Ge- 
nius beyond any that have writ fince Virgil; his 
Flights of Fancy are noble, and his Execution ex- 

| | cellet 
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cellent; but ſometimes his Judgment is overborne 
by the Torrent of his Imagination, and he ſeem'd 
to want a true Idea and Uniformity ; tho” what- 
ever Fault this may be, he endows all his Heroes 
with ſome moral Virtue (tho' in a romantick Sto- 
ry) and makes Inſtruction the Subject of his Epick 
Poem, which is very much for his Praiſe. The 
Original of every Character was living in the 
Court of Queen Elizabeth, when he writ his Fairy 
Oucen ;, and he attributed to each of them that 
Virtue which he thought was moſt conſpicuous in 
them. The ſeveral Books in this Poem appear ra- 
ther like ſo many ſeveral Poems, than one entire 
Fable; each of them has his peculiar Knight, and 
is independent of the reſt. His Figures and Si- 
miles, which occur almoſt. in every Page, are ex- 
tremely beautiful and ſurprizing ; particularly the 
following, being an Image of Strength, in ſtriking a 
Club into the Ground.

liſh'd and corre&ed by Spenſer himſelf, with ſevera] | 
Copies of Verſes to the Author; and Verſes of 
the Author to moſt of the Nobility in Queen El. 
zabeth's Court, about two Years before his Death; 
and the Title of his Poem is, The Faerie Queen; 
diſpos'd into twelve Books, faſhioning twelve moral Vir- 
tues. London, Printed for William Ponſonbie, 1 596. 

Beſides thoſe Pieces of Mr. Spenſer's, which have 
been preſerv'd, he writ ſeveral others, viz. Nine 
Comedies, in imitation of the Comedies of his ad- 
mir'd Arioſto, infcrib'd with the Name of the 
Nine Muſes ; the Dying Pelicane Court of Cupid; 
Hell of Lovers; Epithalamium J hameſis, and ſome o- 
thers, with a Treatiſe in Proſe, calld, T be Eng- 
Iiſh Poet. All his Pieces ſhow a prodigious Ge- 
nius, and tho” in his Verfification he is not always 
equal to himſelf, yet he is ſuperior to all his Con- 
temporaries. And as for his Fairy Queen, tho it 
was never taken to be a perſect Poem, yet it was 
from the beginning allow'd to be admirable. 


This 
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This Great Poet was bury'd in Meſtminſter- Abbey, 
near the Remains of Geoffry Chaucer, as he had deſir d. 
His Obſequies were attended by the Poets of that 
time, and many others, who paid the laſt Honours 
0 his Memory. Several Copies of Verſes were 
-hrown after him into his Grave; and his Monu- 
ment was erected at the Charge of the famous Ro- 
rt Devereux, the unfortunate Earl of Eſſex : But 
the Inſcription on the Tombſtone 1s not to be de- 
pended upon, with reſpe& to his Birth and the 
me of his Dying *; and in a Latin Treatiſe, de- 
{ribing the Monuments of Weſtminſter in the Year 
1600, ſuppos'd to be publiſh'd by Mr. Camden, it

H1S Gentleman was deſcended from the 

Family of the Stepney's in Pembrokeſhire, but 


born in Weſtminſter in the Year 1663. For his 
Education he was firſt ſent to Weſtminſter-School, 


rd, after having made a good Progreſs in Litera- 


ure there, he was remov'd to Trinity-College in 
Cambridge, where he was Cotemporary with Charles 
Mmtague Eſq; afterwards Lord Halifax: And be- 
ing of the ſame College with him, a very great 
Friendſhip was contracted between them. He was 
invited from the Univerſity to Town, with Mr. 
Montague, by the late Earl of Dorſet ; and ſoon 
recery'd the Applauſes of all polite Gentlemen 
for his uncommon Learning, extraordinary Wit, 
engaging Converſation, and great Experience in 
political Affairs. His excellent Qualifications and 
great Merit at length recommended him to the 
Four of King William, who ſent him, in the 
Quality of Envoy, to the Elector of Brandenburgh 
in the Year 1692. to the Imperial Court in 1693. 
to the Ele&or of Saxony in 1694. to the Elettors 
of Mayence, Cologne, &c. and the Congreſs at 
Frankfort in 1696. In the Year 1697. he was made 
oe of the Commiſſioners of Trade, and in 1698. 


ſent a ſecond time Envoy to the Elector of Bran- 


dnburgh, to the King of Poland in 1699. and a- 
gain to the Emperor in 1701. and in 1706. the 
lite Queen ſent him Envoy to the States-General.

HIS Gentleman was famous for his Loyalty 
to King Charles the Firſt. He was a good 
Soldier, and an excellent Poet, and exerted both 
his Pen and his Sword in the Cauſe of his Royal 
Maſter. He rais'd a Troop of Horſe for the King 
at his own Expence, and approv'd himſelf, at the 
Head of it, a Man of true Valour : But Rebellion 
meeting Succeſs, he was for c'd to give way to it, 
and at length was caſt into Priſon ; and he found | 
the greater Severity, on Account of a Satire he 
wrote upon the Enemies of the Royal Cauſe, 
which was ſo biting, that they could not forgive 
him. His Sufferings continu'd till the coming in 
of King Charles the Second, when the Reſtoration 
of that Prince reſtor'd him to his Liberty, and hi 
former Services entitled him to an honourable Pre- 
ferment, which he had conferr'd on him, and made 
him happy the remainder of his Life. His Poems 
were Publiſh'd together in a Volume, Anno 1683. 
among which is the Satire above-mention'd, call, 
Elenciichus; an excellent Piece, containing the 
ſevereſt Reflections on the Oppoſers of the pious 
Monarch.

S Fulk Grevile, Lord Brook, thought his 
A Friendſhip to Sir Philip Sidney ſuch an Ho- 
nour to him, that he had it inferted in his Monu- 
mental Inſcription ; ſo it is ſufficient Reputation 
to this Gentleman to be amongſt the Number of 
the Friends of Henry Howard, the Great Earl of 
Surrey. He was born at Allington-Caſtle in the 
County of Kent, the Seat of his Family ; which 
afterwards he repair'd with magnificent Buildings, 
fit for the Reception of one of his noble Spirit, 
and refin'd Taſte of Life; which were more ſupe- 
ror to his Anceſtors, than his ſtately Manſion, by 
the coſtly Reparations, exceeded the former an- 
tient Structure. He was in high Favonr with King 
Henry the Eighth, who was a great Admirer of 
his extraordinary Qualities ; but in the Affair of 
Anne Bullen he was involv'd in ſome Difficulties, 
and had like to have felt the weight of the King's 
Diſpleaſure ; tho” from this he extricated himſelf, 
by his Innocence, Prudence, and Induſtry. He 
travel'd into Italy with the Earl of Surrey, and 
there taſted the ſtately Meaſure and Stile of the 
halian Poeſy, and returning, greatly poliſn d our 
rude and homely manner of writing. At laſt he 
was ſent Ambaſſador by Henry VIII. to Charles V. 
Emperor of Germany, then reſiding in Spain; but 
died of the Peſtilence in the Weſt Country before 
he could take Shipping, Anno 1541. He was calld 
Sir Thomas Wiat the Elder, to diſtinguiſh him 
from Sir Thomas Wiat, the Raiſer of the Rebellion 


in the time of Queen Mary. He tranſlated Pa- 
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vid's Pſalms into Engliſi Meeter; and Leland com- 


pares him to Dante and Petrarch;

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Compleature of the Account of our Engliſh Pindar, 
Dr. Sprat, late Biſhop of Rocheſter, in his Life of 
Mr. Cowley, tells us, he underſtood exceeding wel] 
the Variety and Power of Poetical Numbers, and 
ractis d them with great Happineſs. If his 
Jerles in ſome Places ſeem not ſo ſoft and flowing 
as ſome would have them, it was his Choice, not 
his Fault. He knew that in diverting Mens Minds, 
there ſhould be the fame Variety obſerv'd, as in 
the Proſpects of their Eyes; where a Rock, a 
Precipice, or a riſing Wave, is often more de- 
lightful than a ſmooth even Ground, or a calm Sea. 
His Invention was great and powerſul, and the Va- 
riety of Arguments, that he has manag'd, is ſo 
large, that there is ſcarce any Particular of all the 
paſſions of Men, or Works of Nature and Provi- 
dence, which he has paſs'd by undeſcrib'd; and 


in all he obſerves the Rules of Decency, a due 


Figure of Speech, and a proper Meaſure of Wit. 
He had a per fe& Maſtery in both the Languages in 
which he writ. He excelVd both in Proſe andVerſe ; 
and both together have that Perfection, which 
is commended by ſome of the antient Writers, 
above all others, that they are very obvious to the 
Conception, but moſt difficult in the Imitation. In 
his Latin Poems, - he has expreſs'd to Admiration 
all the Numbers of Verſes, aud Figures of Poeſy, 
that are ſcatter'd up and down among the An- 
tients: This is the more extraordinary, in that it 
was never yet perform'd by any ſingle Poet of the 
antient Romans themſelves.
